Types of society naturally 
affect the art of different eras. 
Thus during the Middle Ages 
when the church influenced and 
controlled much of the life of 
Europe, religious themes do- 


minated art, Even today, who is 
not moved by the impressive 
Gothic spires of cathedrals or the 
intricate patterns of stained glass 
windows? 

One of the most important 
phases of the Renaissance was 
the reawakening of the arts and 
the celebration of life and man. In 
this period, artistic activity 
reached a peak in such men a 
Michaelangelo, Raphael, and 
Botticelli. 

Today, the artist might react 
to this era of world wars and ten- 
sions as Picasso did in his mural 
**Guernica,’’ which reflects the 
horror and brutality of war. Picas- 
so’s ‘‘Guernica’’ epitomized the 
feeling of millions of people 
against war and fascism. fi this 
way art provides a bond among 
people whose nationalities, races, 
or governments differ. Through 
art we can appreciate the life and 
thought of societies whose ideolo- 
gies we dislike or fear. Recently 
an exchange in the arts — for 
example, the American, Van 
Cliburn, who won a piano contest 
in Russia, or the Bolshoi Ballet 
which performed all over the world 
— brought about better under- 
standing between the people of 
both Russia and the West. 

Throughout all these 
we observe man’s longing for 
self-expression, his desire to 
show his feelings and ideas in 
relation to the world. How well 
illustrated this is in the artist 
Van Gogh, who painted not only 
Stars, Cypress trees, and hills, 
but his intense feelings about 
them. Like all great artists, he 
has a craving to create, whether or 
not he was appreciated. Some 
artists have not been accepted 
until after their death, for then 
critics can see their work in 
perspective. 

Confronted as we are today by 
a tremendous variety of art form, 
we are sometimes confused by 
what we see; but I feel we should 
not condemn any sincere art ex- 
pression which may be a reflection 
of our own confused history. 

The understanding and creative 
expression we acquire through art 
affects our whole lives. We gain 
from them an imaginative approach 
much needed in a conforming and 
materialistic society. 
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BIOLOGY-A KEY 
TO SECURITY

In the recent report, ‘Education 
for the Age of Science,’’ which 
was approved by President Bisen- 
hower, Dr. James R. Killian sti 
former President of M.I.T., 
Stresses the necessity of more 
scientific courses in our American 
educational systems in order to 
help maintain the security of the 
free world, He must surely include 
that most important science, 
biology, which deals with all 
living things from the simple pro- 
tozoa to the complex vertebrates; 
with the principles which govern 
life, such as the ‘‘flight or fight” 
instinct; and with the relationship 
of living things to their surround- 
Ings and to one another. 

Although biology is the oldest 
branch of science, as an organized 
science, it is much more recent. 
Its growth has been a struggle 
between the advanced thinking of 
several, and the retarded thinkin z 
of many, Today, we fully accept 
the need for science, and pay our 
respect to those who make new 
discoveries. Unfortunately, this 
has not always been the case. If 
the general public had not closed 
its mind to new and unproven 
ideas, but had encouraged men to 
experiment with them and to test 
them, our world would be much 
more learned about life and its 
problems. 

There is a certain fascination 
in reading about the progress made 
in biology from the time of the 
Greeks, nearly 23 centuries ago, 
to our present time. As man 
gradually developed his ability to 
reason, he discarded many of the 
strange beliefs of his ancestors. 
No longer did he consider disease 
a form of punishment, resulting 
from the ill wishes of demons. No 
doubt Hippocrates, well know as 
the ‘‘Father of Medicine’’, did 
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much to dispel many of the strange 
beliefs of primitive man. Although 
he himself had many mistaken 
conceptions about the structure of 
the brain and the human body, such 
as the brain’s being a radiator to 
cool the head, his work was so 
outstanding that his influence re- 
mains today in what is called the 
“*Hippocratic Oath,’’ taken by all 
doctors,

At least one member of the School Committee has been 


concerned recently that the town will not have plans ready 


for a new school when it is needed, if steps are not taken 


immediately to discuss the problem frankly. This resulted 


in the up-coming meeting. 


There have been ominous warnings of a new school 


through the rapid residential growth in West Andover, via 


statistics on anticipated enrollments for the coming year, 


and through the plans recorded with the Planning Board 


for future construction in the area. 


We can’t ignore the warnings — it’s vital to the town 
to keep planning apace with growth. 


But we can’t let new school construction interfere with 


other needed municipal expenditures either. There are 


other capital expenditures that will be required — and 


important ones, such as sewerage and drainage. These 


must not be allowed to wait indefinitely because there 


is the possibility of a new school requirement in the 
near future. We need a balanced capital expenditure 
program that will put school construction in its proper 


perspective with other town needs. 


Residents should not be, in any sense, stampeded into 


putting everything else off, because of the school problem. 


Open Discussion Of Merit 


When the School Committee meets next, one of the most 


important agenda items will be a report on the work of 


the merit rating committee, which has been continuing its 


evaluation of teachers who applied for the consideration. 


Probably the whole town will have a better understand- 


ing of the problems the committee encountered, the solu- 


tions, and the results obtained, following this report. 


While it is vital to the success of any merit plan to 


closely guard the identities of those who applied for 


evaluation, those who succeeded and those who failed; 


there can be no doubt in anyone’s mind that a frank dis- 


cussion of general practices followed by the committee 


will be of benefit to the residents of the town. 


Only by a complete public understanding of the com-

mittee’s work can there then be public acceptance of its 


decisions.

There have been ominous warnings of a new school 
through the rapid residential growth in West Andover, via 
statistics on anticipated enrollments for the coming year, 
and through the plans recorded with the Planning Board 
for future construction in the area. 

We can’t ignore the warnings — it’s vital to the town 
to keep planning apace with erowth. 

But we can’t let new school construction interfere with 
other needed municipal expenditures either. There are 
other capital expenditures that will be required — and 
important ones, such as sewerage and drainage. These 
must not be allowed to wait indefinitely because there 
is the possibility of a new school requirement in the 
near future. We need a balanced capital expenditure 
program that will put school construction in its proper 
perspective with other town needs. 

Residents should not be, in any sense, stampeded into 
putting everything else off, because of the school problem. 


Open Discussion Of Merit 


When the School Committee meets next, one of the most 
important agenda items will be a report on the work of 
the merit rating committee, which has been continuing its 
evaluation of teachers who applied for the consi leration. 

Probably the whole town will have a better understand- 
ing of the problems the committee encountered, the solu- 
tions, and the results obtained, following this report. 

While it is vital to the success of any merit plan to 
losely guard the identities of those who applied for 
evaluation, those who succeeded and those who failed; 
there can be no doubt in anyone’s mind that a frank dis- 

ussion of general practices followed by the committee 


will be of benefit to the residents of the town.
